Water woes 

City losing money 



Preliminary discussion of next year’s budget led Beat- 
tyville Mayor John Smith to tell members of the city council 
Monday night that the water department continues to lose 
money. 

“Last year we overestimated water revenue,” Smith 
said. 

Not only that, but expenses have increased. 

“We have experienced a lot maintenance issues with the 
(water) plant this year,” he said. 

The plant, he said, is nine years old and issues are com¬ 
ing up. Plus, the electricity bill at the plant last month was 
$17,000 

The city has been making money with garbage and sewer, 
and they have helped support the water department, the 
mayor said. 

“How long can we depend on garbage and sewer to 
help,” he asked. 

“The idea of a rate increase we don’t want to discuss,” 
Smith said. He then added that if each customer were to 
pay an additional $54 per year an additional $150,000 in 
revenue would be generated. 


“Please, I’m not presenting anything,” he said. 

The proposed budget numbers for the three funds that 
the mayor gave are: Sewer - revenue of $484,000 and ex¬ 
penses of $469,000; Garbage - revenue of $216,000 and 
expenses of $216,000; and Water - revenue of $ 1,264,500 
and expenses of $1,331,895. 

The financial report given at the end of the council’s 
meeting showed that Water was in the red by $17,838 for 
the month of March. A deficit of $143,859 is shown year- 
to-date. 

The other part of the budget discussed was the General 
Fund. 

Smith said the proposed fund is balanced at $936,000. It 
includes an increase in franchise fee revenue, but a decline 
in payroll tax income because of the closing of Beattyville 
Elementary. 

The General Fund also includes the addition of a fifth 
police officer. 

At this stage of this fiscal year, the General Fund is in

Lee Schools enrollment near 1,000 


Enrollment in Lee County Schools is getting very close 
to dropping below 1,000. 

Director of Pupil Personnel Ray Shuler said Tuesday night 
that enrollment was 1,028 at this time last year. It was 1,015 
on March 3. As of April 6, there were only 1,003 students 
enrolled in Lee County Schools. 

He did add that two students have enrolled since the most 
recent numbers were put together. 

Shuler also reported that bad weather this winter and spring 
has affected attendance. 

He said that attendance this time last year was 93.43 
percent. Now it is 93.20 percent. 

Also during Tuesday night’s regular monthly meeting, the 
county school board approved next school year’s calendar. 
The first day for students will be Thursday, August 6. The 
planned last day for students will be Monday, May 2. 

Board Chair William Owens told Shuler that he would like 
a member of the board to be on the committee that compiles 
the calendar. Shuler said he would note that. 

This school year, the last day for students is May 28. High 
School graduation is scheduled for May 31 at 3 p. m. 

In other business, Superintendent Dr. James Evans, Jr. 
reported that he had asked Josh Broadwell and Chuck 
Perdue to continue as basketball coaches next year at the 
high school. 

During the principals’ reports, all schools reported some 
progress. 

Southside Elementary Principal Steve Carroll said that 
all grade levels have shown improvement in math and 
reading. 

Beattyville Elementary Principal Maureen Patrick also 
reported improvement in math and reading. She said that 
students in the Third Grade are working with fractions. 


“We’ve grown a lot at the Middle School this past year,” 
said Middle School Principal Karen Angel. 

“Career ready is probably the greatest skill of Lee County 
High School,” said Principal Mark Murray. That is so, he 
said, because the students are “workers.” 

Even though enrollment is down, Superintendent Evans 
said he does not expect to lose any staff for next year. 

Blanton Coates, representing Codell Construction, said 
little work has been done on the renovation and expansion 
of Southside Elementary because of the weather. 

A contractor did complete some work, and so a pay ap¬ 
plication of $3,149 was approved. 

Several student groups were recognized for their extra¬ 
curricular activities. 

Teacher Jordan Neace and students from the com¬ 
puter TEALS program spoke of their recent trip to Seattle, 
WA. 

While there they visited Facebook, Microsoft and Boe¬ 
ing. 

Board Chair Owens said several good contacts were 
made on the trip. 

Board Member Janie Thorpe said the Boeing assembly 
plant could not be described with words. She said it was 
as big as 75 football fields. 

FBLA (Future Business Leaders), FFA (Future Farmers) 
and HOSA (Health Occupations) were recognized for their 
success at state competitions. 

The Beattyville Elementary Future Problem Solving 
Team was applauded for their success in regional com¬ 
petition. 

The next school board meeting is set for Tuesday, May 

12 . 


No way out 

-A.vis Thompson and her neighbors up Silver Creek are 
frustrated. They, like everyone else have had to deal with 
this year’s flooding, but their situation has been worsened 
by three water crossings that just don’t get the job done. 

During flooding earlier this month a large culvert near 
her home served as a straw and constricted the water flow. 
What could not go through came out either side and made 
the flooding worse. 

Downstream, the state is having a bridge replaced and 
had a temporary crossing. The original wood bridge floated 
away and the crossing was in the midst of a torrent. 

The lower bridge (nearest KY 52) was covered. 

“We are not in the flood zone,” Thompson said Monday, 
“but just look.” 

An observer could see where mud and debris were all 
over the area. 

“We’ve been here 28 years and we’ve never had anything 
like this,” she said. 

Thompson believes part of the problem that her neighbor¬ 
hood has inherited is because of development above the area. 
On the ridge tops around the hollow are the many homes 
of the Crystal Creek Subdivision, Gourley Heights and the 
Three Forks Regional Jail. That development, she says, came 
at the cost of trees that protected the lower area. 

“Our creek has never been like this,” says Thompson. 

“This (pointing to a devastated area) used to be grass. 
Now it’s beach-front.” (It is covered with sand.) 

Thompson said that 14 families could not get out during 
the flooding 

Workers at the state-funded bridge project said they should 
be finished within two weeks. Then, black-top must be laid 
and guardrails placed. 

The first crossing, the one nearest KY 52, is small. Some 
of the residents said they thought it also is to be replaced. 

H. B. Elkins, spokesperson for the Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet in Jackson, said on Tuesday that there are no 
plans to replace that bridge. However, he said if the residents 
want that done they could contact the City of Beattyville and 
ask that the project be pursued. 

The other crossing, the large culvert that served as a con¬ 
striction point, was a county project a number of years ago. 
There are no plans to replace it either. 

“We would like to have higher bridges,” Thompson 
said. 

Weather costs 
continue climb 

Even as more rain came Tuesday causing slides and some 
flooding, the county continues to struggle with weather- 
related damage caused by a series of storms that began in 
February. 

Emergency Management Director Eugene Barrett told 
members of the Lee County Fiscal Court Monday that costs 
could be near $2 million. 

In a related matter, Solid Waste Coordinator Tina Lucas 
reported that the county is in line to receive a $20,000 federal 
grant to clean up trash from flooding. 

Also during Monday’s regular monthly meeting, the 
court agreed to contract with Schooley/Mitchell Telecom 
Consultants to possibly reduce telephone/intemet costs. 

The company is not paid by the county, but instead makes 
its money by finding ways to save costs and receiving half 
of the savings.

Fix the lack of access to diabetes education 


Keeneland is expand¬ 
ing into Eastern Kentucky! 
Hopefully, the projections 
this $ 30 + million dollar proj¬ 
ect in Corbin will generate 
over 100 jobs, attract more 
visitors, and bring millions 
in economic impact to our 
entire region prove true. 

Lots of people share in 
the credit for this major ac¬ 
complishment.

Organic farming may be as 
important to the farmers who 
practice it as to those who 
purchase and eat the food they 
grow. This year, researchers 
with the National Institute 
of Health completed a land¬ 
mark, 20 -vear study of the 
connection between pesticides 

and depression in farmers . 

According to Dr. Freya Ka¬ 
mel, the study’s lead research¬ 
er, scattered reports in the 
literature about the associa¬ 
tion between pesticide use and 
depression led to the desire for 
further research. With much 
more detailed information 
available, researchers were 
able to delve into more spe¬ 
cific questions about which 
pesticides farmers had used 
and whether they had sought 
treatment for depression. 

The researchers found a sig¬ 
nificant correlation between 
depression and the use of 
some, but not all, agricultural 
pesticides. Organochloride in¬ 
secticides and fumigants were 
found to increase a farmer’s 
risk of depression by 90 % 
and 80 %, respectively. Some 
of the most commonly used 
pesticides, such as Malathion, 
had been applied by 67 % of the

A diabetes diag¬ 
nosis - more than 26 mil¬ 
lion Americans have already 
received one, and nearly 
80 million more are at risk 
- can inspire uncertainty and 
fear. Diabetes is among the 
leading causes of blindness, 
stroke, lower limb ampu¬ 
tations, heart disease and 
stroke in adults. It has been 
associated with higher rates 
of certain cancers. Diabetes 
Self-Management Training, 
or “DSMT” is a process by 
which people with diabetes 
learn how to manage their 
condition. The results are not 
to be taken lightly; actively 
and effectively managing 
diabetes can often reverse 


or dramatically slow the 
onset of diabetes related 
complications and improve 
the public health. In addition 
to improving an individual’s 
quality of life, diabetes edu¬ 
cation is also a simpledol- 
lars and cents issue. When 
people with diabetes learn 
how to effectively manage 
their blood glucose levels, 
they have fewer instances 
of these life-threatening 
diabetes-related complica¬ 
tions, trips to the emergency 
rooms, and hospitalizations. 
Until such time as we have 
a cure for diabetes, diabetes 
education/DSMT is arguably 
the most effective way to ad¬ 
dress the diabetes crisis in 
Kentucky by helping ensure 
that patients are able to 
manage this terrible disease 
and adhere to the treatment 
regimen prescribed by their 
doctor. 

Tragically, diabetes edu¬ 
cation is a significantly un¬ 


derutilized benefit in the 
Medicare program for older 
adults. Legislation currently 
pending before Congress, 
the Access to Quality Diabe¬ 
tes Education Act, seeks to 
change that. The bill would 
recognize specially creden- 
tialed diabetes educators as 
DSMT providers in the Medi¬ 
care program, a provision 
that does not currently exist 
and that, therefore, limits 
access to diabetes education. 
Studies show the bill would 
save the federal government 
up to $2 billion in health care 
spending.Congressman Ed 
Whitfield is a lead sponsor of 
this bipartisan bill. We urge 
his colleagues in Kentucky to 
support the bill, so that it will 
become law. This small, cost 
effective measure will save 
countless lives.

the black by $56,831. 

Also during Monday 
night’s meeting, extensive 
discussion was given to run¬ 
ning a sewer line to Xerox 
out KY 11 South, and es¬ 
tablishing a duplex grinder 
pump. 

Smith said that such 
a project would cost 
$119,000. 

The business, which 
employs 45 to 50 people at 
any time, has its own sys¬ 
tem that has become costly 
to maintain. Smith said he 
was told that the company 
has spent $50,00 on it over 
the last year. 

The city already has a 
project planned to replace a 
lift station, with a price tag 
of $ 575 , 000 . 

Smith said the federal 
government would provide 
25 percent of the cost in 
grants form and a low-in¬ 
terest loan for the other 75 
percent. However, he said 
he is hopeful that could be 
changed to 35 percent grant 
and 65 percent loan. 

Also, he said that Xerox 
management had indicated 
they would help with some 


of the costs. 

Following discussion, the 
council agreed to ask Xerox 
for one third of the cost, or 
$40,000, include a $250 a 
month maintenance charge 
for the grinder pump, and 
have the standard rate for 
sewage. 

The council received 19 
bids for three surplus pickup 
trucks. The high, and win¬ 
ning, bids were: $1,120 from 
Ricky Newman for a 1997 
Chevrolet; $2,500 from John 
Noble for a 2006 Chevrolet; 
and $5,125 from MarkMineer 
for a 2006 Chevrolet. 

Smith asked for, and 
received authority, to negoti¬ 
ate a $14,000 loan from the 
Peoples Exchange Bank to 
pay for security upgrades at 
the 911 Dispatch/Beattyville 
Police center. 

He said that Homeland 
Security has approved a grant 
for that amount, but the loan 
would allow payment sooner. 
It would be paid off when the 
federal grant comes in. 

The project includes two 
new secure doors in the rear, 
along with a keypad, cameras 
in the front and back, a secure 


area in the front so visitors 
would have to be buzzed in, 
and two new windows. 

Police Chief Greg Bran¬ 
denburg said the windows 
could allow the center to 
have NCIS equipment. 

Some discussion was 
given to seeking a possible 
grant for improvements 
on Miles Road. Beattyville 
Housing had asked for the 
city to pursue such a grant. 
No decision was made. 

Council Member Teresa 
Mays asked Brandenburg 
about the emergency siren. 

He said that a radio in 
dispatch has some issues, 
and that AT&T, which is 
responsible for it, has been 
contacted. 

Mays pointed out that 
the siren went off late into a 
tornado warning. 

She also asked that the 
city boat ramp be cleaned on 
a regular basis so it would be 
more tourist-friendly. 

She requested, and the 
council approved, $2,500 for 
the Working Man’s Week¬ 
end. It is to be held this year 
the weekend before Labor 
Day, not that weekend.

Lee County Conservation¬ 
ist Sandy Gay presented the 
Conservation District’s budget 
of $145,525. Attached was an 
annual report that shows the 
district’s multiple programs. 

She led with the state¬ 
ment, “The Lee County Con¬ 
servation District believes that 
improving the quality of water 
in our streams is a critical is¬ 
sue for the county.” 

The district’s report 
follows that statement with, 
“Pollution problems such as 
illegal dumping, stream bank 
stabilization and flash flood¬ 
ing are areas of concern.” 

Discussion was held about 
the possibility of the PEP Co¬ 
alition moving its offices from 
downtown to the Happy Top 
Community Center. 

The coalition presently 
receives $700 a month from 
the county and that is matched 


by the City of Beattyville. 

Judge/Executive Steve 
Mays said the county wants 
someone in the building. 
It was left vacant when the 
Extension Office moved to 
its own building. 

He said the coalition 
would not have to pay any 
rent. 

PEP Director Brenda 
Campbell expressed concern 
about the cost of utilities 
because the coalition would 
only use part of the build¬ 
ing. 

Mays said the county 
could split the utility costs. 

Campbell said she 
would have to check with 
the City of Beattyville about 
the possible move, and she 
would have to see if the in¬ 
surance provided through 
the League of Cities would 
apply. 

Also during Monday’s 
meeting, the court approved 


the full-time hire status of 
Eugene Dickerson as a Road 
Department equipment oper- 
ator/driver at $11 an hour. 

Travis Charles was 
re-hired as a seasonal Sol¬ 
id Waste laborer/driver at 
$9.15 an hour. 

Johnny Bishop was

It was noted for the 
record that Mays declared a 
local state of emergency be¬ 
cause of the six-inch rainfall 
on April 3.

Because the ability to 
drive preserves seniors’ in¬ 
dependence, drivers over age 
65 should do everything they 
can to preserve their driving 
skills, including having their 
vision checked.
